It is with deep regret that the Council of The His- 
torical Society of Pennsylvania has learned of the 
death of Richard McCall Cadwalader, Esquire, Auditor 
of the Society. 

Mr. Cadwalader became a member of the Society in 
1874 and was elected Auditor in 1901, by virtue of 
which office he became a member of the Council. As 
Auditor he rendered loyal and valuable services to the 
Society, and every one in the Council and the Society 
felt that he was a friend on whom one could rely. He 
was most considerate of the opinion of others, but when 
occasion demanded was firm in maintaining what he 
considered right. 

A man of high ideals, he gave notable expression of 
such in all walks of life in which he engaged. His an- 
cestors filled prominent positions in Colony and State, 
and were highly honored in their day and generation. 
The inheritance transmitted by them inspired in him 
a degree of civic pride which led him to give generously 
of his time and abilities in many organizations devoted 
to the development and maintenance of historical, legal, 
financial, religious and social interests of this com- 
munity, and the esteem in which he was held by his fel- 
low members in the various bodies was evidenced by 
the offices he filled in the same. 

Mr. Cadwalader was a gentleman in the best sense 
of that word, and was recognized as such by all who 
had the privilege of his acquaintance.
